'I'hi; probhmi of rapid transit fur the 
Al lantic is still in [irocess of sol ii t ion. 
.-\.s ill the speeding ot hors< s, \ i sm 1 
after ve.ssi'1 has surjiassed all previous 
records, until now one ste imer, i be 
.-Vlaska, has made the trip across the 
.-Vllantic in less than seven days. Hut 
the builders and shipowners are not 
sHtislied. The time must be still fur- 
ther reduced, and another vessel is 
building' lo ouldo the Arizona and A I 
aska. The same company that owns 
ihe.se "greyhounds of the sea" is hav- 
ing built at (ilasgow anolhei- ve.isel, 
the ()rei,'on, caK ulateil to beat the re 
cord. She will not be much larger 
than tho .\laska, but her engines ai-e 
to indicate no less than 13,000 I'orse 
power. She will have but one screw, 
about twenty four feet in diameter. 
Steam will be supplied by lweh(' boil- 
ers, each with si.v furnaces three feet, 
six inches in diami'L(-r, the "rate., n 
a little o\ i-r si x fi'el luni,'. Tin- .-V l.a.ikii 
h.as nine bin.ers wiih six furnace.^ m 
each, of about the .sumo si/e. As the 
( )regon will burn about twenty pounds 
of coal i)ei square foot of grate per 
hour, her con.'umption in twc'uty-four 
hours will ni)t bi; much less than .'UJO 
tons, eiiualling the amoiiiit transporled 
bv twenty live tons of coal. 

The water consumed each day in the 
production of steam will amount to 
■-',700 tons. If the water were ^. up- 
plied to a town, allowint,' fmir cubic 
feet or twenty-tive yallons per day per 
head, it would siilllce for a population 
of L'-tjUOU .soul.s. The total weight of 
water evaporated ou the run across 
the Atlantic will not bo far short of 
three times that of the whole ship's 
cargo, engines and all. Wi^ i^ive iln si: 
tii^ures to enable our readers to form 
.Moue idea of uh.it i:'.,n(Hi hor.-e powr 
uieins;aiid we may sii|iplemeia them 
hv addiu;,' that it is e(|uivaleiit to liil,- 
ol7 tons lifted a foot high every min- 
ute, or the same weight lifteil 1,4-10 
feet in twenty-four hours. A.ssiiininf; 
that h\u'. makes twenty knots an hour, 
or, omitting fractions, L'.OliS feet per 
minute, the thrust of her screw —that 
is to say, the force pushing her ahead 
Llirouyh the water — will amount to 
ninety-four tons, or about as much as 
twenty of the most powerful locomo- 
tive engines. The coal reqnireil for 
cue trip of the (Jregon will aninuut to 
about 2,."iU0 tons, or eii('iii,'li to load 
:.'()U eoa! cars. These li;,'Ul Oi willglvi' 
a fair conception of the enormous s;/i' 
of modern ocean stcamera as coiiipar 
ed with the largest maehiiiery on land.

was simply a Iraiid mid imposition upon 
the holders of the bonds who took. them 
in iigood faitii, depending upon the pro- 
visions of tiiat act beini,' faithfully carried 
out (hear, hear). When the " t;L'0,000 
worth of iM.nds were piirchosed a aiiikiiig 
fund was provided, and that fund and 
the met hod by which bondholdors could 
redeem the bonds Wore explained. It 
was very desirable that tho S11,000 paid 
to Reed Bros, should be eiiijuired into. 
Ho believed that it was anything but ere 
ditsible te. the laie premier and senior 
lueiiiber for N'ictoria city to aol in ihe 
way he had done with regard to this mat- 
ter. The abcve Muni was awarded by tho 
dock engineers acting a8 arbitratora, and 
oil the strength of that award a draft was 
forwarded by Rood Bros., or Bomo ono on 
their account, for tho amount. Mr. Hea- 
ven dishonored that draft on tho ground 
that he required a release. The award 
was all the releaae really required, by the 
Province; but on reading tlu documents 
which were in the (reasiiry it was appar- 
ent that it .vas a personal roluase to Mr. 
Heaven which was wanted in coiiiieetioii 
with the fiitnoiis abatractod vouchci affair. 
As soon as this poi'soiial roloasa was ob- 
tained hu rushed over to the Bank of B. 



C. and tliniat the amount upon the act- 
ing uianagor, taking his personal receipt 
therefor, and that was all the leceiiit the 
province ii.e.l. In so \ :i a : ihat ueiit. 
Reed Bros might come upon the pnninee 
for tho BHin of (.sll.'.Hlin .igaiii, for we 
had no receipt from them. He mention- 
ed this to contrast Mr. ISeavun's conduct 
ill tho payiiiuntof this huge sum with hia 
conduct in little petty accounts due to 
wuikiiiotnen and others (hear, hcarV 

Mr. Ik'avon — Tho statement is entirely 
incorrect. 

Hon. Mr. Sniitlio was rcnponsiblo for 
what ho was saying and the comuiitteo 
would find out these doings. In the doc- 
ument already referred tu Mr. Ueuvon 
was released no loss than tour times from 
all liability with regard to the missing 
voucher. 

Mr. Heaven — The hon. geiitluuiaii 
should not talk in that way. 

Mr. T. Davie- No it is very damaging 
is it not/ « 

Hon. Mr. Smithe again assorted that 
Mr. Beavon forced tho whole sum id 
over SI 1,000 upon Mr. .lories who 
had no authority to receive it, who 
scarcely know what to do w ith it and all 
this had been done by Mr, Heaven whose 
creditors in this city had been waiting 
for years for money that was due them 
from Ueed Bros. The late govornmeiit 
has gone on all along in tho assiimpiion 
that the dock would cost only S500,000. 
The tigures already showed that nearly 
^400,000 had been spent on it and that it 
Would not be finished for much under un- 
der SI ,000,000. The bonds matter and 
the Dominion aubsiily were then referred 
to. Mr. Heaven had held on to office 
till this subsidy became due and then im- 
mediately spent it and by this means 
sniie of the liabilities of the province had 
been liquid, lied, tho overdraft which 
he(.N'ir. il.) had taken credit for having 
arraneed as a brilliant transaction anion:; 
the number. It was very questionable 
w huthur, all things considered, this was 
the best nolicy that could have been 
adopted. In order to i;et the overdraft 
at the miniiniiiii rate of (i per cent iSI r. 
Heaven had agreed to deposit in the bank 
all the ISKl bonds in his hands, amount- 
ing to over §200,000 as security for the 
overdral't. 

Mr. Boaven stated timt Mr. Ward 
was anxious to got the bonds for the 
overdraft but ho would part with them. 
Had not agreed to deposit any bonds in 

the bank. 

Hon. Mr. Robso i had heard the agreo- 
nieiit road and it specitied that the bonds 
should be deposited as security. 

Mr. Boaven asserted that this was not 
so. 

Hon. Mr. Siiiitlie--Tlie bonds had not 
been deposited because the bank knew 
that tlie six iiiontha Dominion subsidy was 
nearly due. This was tho position which 
the loader of tho Opposition had brought 
the province inti>. It was a dangerous 
thing to bo placed at the mercy of a 
bank w hich might at any moment demand 
payment of the overdraft. Reference 
was made to the loan negotiated by Mr. 
DeCosmos at a riiinoua rato of interest 
and commission when on a f.irnier occa- 
sion, the bank had shut dow n on a formor 
government of which .Mr. Heaven was a 
meiiihei-. .\t that time that government 
being unable to get any further over- 
draft at the bank and being at its wits 
ond for money had to pay at the rate of 
10 percent for .^oO.OOO as a tein[)orary 
loan. 

.Mr. .Mien -Six liundrodi 

Hon. Mr. .Smithe - Ve.i, that was the 
occasion of tho charge of Ihe famous six 
hundred (hear, bear), Mr. DeCosmos hav- 
ing got .^tiOO for I e . lulling a small loan 
with the late Sir . I. noes Douglas at H [ler 
cent. Tho governiiuint being too liel[i- 
less to manage the affair themselves. 
[Hear, hear. ] He thought suiliciont had 
been said to show how necessary it was 
llmt the resolution should pass and that 
tho committee should investigate tho ac 
ciuiniB with close scrutiny and report to 
the house. [Hear, hear.) 

.Mr. firaiit thought tiie arguiiieiits of 
the government wore intended to mystify 
the house and tho country. He contend- 
ed that if tho late govei niiieiit had not 
endeavored to carry on the drydock work 
the apparent tleticit of !?7C,000 would 
not have appeared. The arrangement of 
tho late proinior he considered a wise one 
and in his ojiiiiion tho country was not 
indebted to tho extent of 870,000. 

Mr. Wilson agreed with the last speaker 
that any scln olh'iy could see that il did 
iCit matter ivliethcr the S7(3,O00 ivas due 
in iiuuiey or in bonds. Ho was aniused 
at the chronic state of surprise in which 
tho leailer ef the O|ipo8ition was coiitin- 
nally in. He was surprised now at tho 
statem«nt of the financial minister and 
tho auditor that instead of there being a 
surplus there was a large deficiency. It 
was a new way of paying old debts. 
[Hear, hear ] 

Mr. Dunsmuir stated that when ho was 
in London tho B. C. bonds were selling 
at 11."), but under the new governineut 
they were w,.rth I2;i. [fjaughter.] 

.Mr. McLeese thought that the finan- 
cial statement was wnuie iu stating that 
there was a deticiency. 

Mr. Dunaiiuiir- U'hat about the dry 
dock? 

Mr. McLooso considered that the dry 
dock was a white elephant . lie thought 
it w.'is not right to run down the credit of 
tho provinccr when it would be necessary 
to borrow money shortly to carry on 
works of utility. Ue hoped personalities 
w'liiild be dropped and that all would aid 
in carrying on tho business of the ooun- 
tiv speedily ami satisfactorily. (Hear, 
hen-.; 

.Mr, T. l);ivie lh.iU..;hl thai if a truth- 
ful stateineiii did injure the credit of the 
prnviiice, if ought to be injured. No 
harm could come of piibliMhing tho truth.. 
(He.'ir, hear ) The late government had 
catediiisnuh a , manner as to ruin the 
crcilit of tho country. Here was a sink- 
ing fund provided e.X|.ressly f.ir tho ro- 
demption of the bonds and the security 
ofthii bondhidders, and with their con- 
sent invested in the savings bank; and 
wc liml Mr. Heaven rejiresenting the gov- 
ernment <if the country taking this money 
without the knowledge of tho creditors, 
and converting it into debentures which 
are valiiidesH, HO far as security is con- 
cerned, and these del>entiires in his own 
poasossion; like a debtiu- holding hia own 
promissory note w hich he might at any 
nioniont destroy. Mr. Davio then road 
the form of debenture. Same reads 
" that the principal will bo repaid at any 
tiiiio at the option of the govornnient np- 
rni their "iving six months' notii'e in the 
t;,rytlf of their iiiteiiti'jii to rojiay the 
same." So far as the security of the de- 
benture holdor is oonoorned, these docu- 
ments might just as well bo made payable 
" wdien the cows como home." and yet 
tho hull, leader of the opposition wants to 
make tho liouao boliovo that thoao bogus 
dociiincnts were tho same as so much 
cashj and that ilio bank was most anxious 
to lend on thorn. For his part ho did not 
believe the statement, neither did he be- 
lieve that there was a man to be found 
big enough a fool to invest a dollar in 
such a security, and yet tlioao arc tho so- 
curitioB in wdiich Mr. Boaven has invested 
the sinkii.g fund and whicli he terms
